To the Health Oflletals. Pliy«tcians 

and People: — 
Barly In October, before the full Im- 
port of the danger from Influenta was 
grasped by the people, and well in ad- 
vance of auoh action in moat other 
states, churches, schools and all oth- 
er places of public assembly were 
rigidly closed, and, with the aid ot the 
public press, the State was Hooded 
witli warning and advisory literature, 
with the result that, in suite of the 
hardships inseparable from such dras- 
tic measiires vilally affecting the most 
treasured customs and privileges of 
every community and home, there was 
such universal and helpful co-opera- 
tion from the clergy, the teachers, wo- 
man's clubs and the rank and file of 
the people, as to greatly restrict the 
spread of the disease, except In cer- 
tain mining and other sections and 
homes where the housing conditions 
made It impossible to secure proper 
ventilation and prevent over-crowd- 
ing, associated, as such conditions al- 
ways are. with lack of nourIs!imem. 
nursing and medical attention, and 
with the high death rate incident to 
any kind of sickness of people so sit- 
uated. 

In response to nruent calls of dis- 
tress, mainly from such sections, 
within four weeks this board, the r. 8. 
Public Health Service, the Kentucky 
Hed Cross and the State Council of 
Ocfense, meeting weekly, and utiliz- 
ing their respective ausiliarly organi- 
sations in every county and commun- 
ity in ooUeoting infonnation and ex> 
tending help, 96 physicians and 216 
nurses and Sisters of Charity were 
sent to do relief, often under difflciil- 
ties and living conditions easier to 
imagine iliaii describe. Except In such 
sections anil in some of llie weaitliie l 
counties, where shortsighted, niggard- 
ly Plscal Courts have always forced 
doctors to carry on health work at 
their own expense, or leave It undone, 
the epidemic was soon under such 
measurable control that it was 
thought safe to reinove or greatly lib- 
eralise the quarantine restrictions 
from the Jurisdictions first attached 
which had good health organisations," 
until this has now been done In nearly 
all cities and In about two-thirds of 
the counties. 

Kverytliing weni well for a few 
(lays when, following the peace cele- 
brations and similar festivities, dur- 
ing which all precautions and safe- 
guards were thrown to the winds, a 
notable increase of new cases, for- 
tunately of a milder type, waa report- 
ed almost everywhere, until in many 
counties the disease again assumed 
such an epidemic form that demands 
w ere constantly received for a renew- 
al of the restrictions, the local' author- 
ities often Imposing them without 
waiting for advice. lOxcept In a few 
instances this Hoard has insisted that, 
as the more violent ami fatal slage 
of this epidemic has jiassed. individual 
cases and fumllles be more rigidly 
Isolated than In the past without again 
closing churches and schools and that 
ministers, teachers, the press, and all 
other leaders of public opinion be en- 
liated in the education of the people 
in the recognised methods of its pre- 
vention, and especially about staying 
away from orowdk and plaoea where it 
Is likely to exist 

Within the last few days such in- 
sistent reiiresental ions came in from 
Ixjulsvllle that the disease liail again 
reached such epidemic progiortlons 
as tu require action by this BoaiM, Its 
officers on last Wednesday afternoon 
called a conference of leading gener- 
al practitioners of that city in order to 
get reliable, tint-hand information. 
It was the unanimona opinion of these 
gentlemen that, while the disease was 
far milder and. dittered from the ear- 
lier stage of the epidemio in that it at- 
tacked children more frequently than 
adults, It waa far more prevalent and 
widely distributed than at any prev- 
huiK tiini'. anil without a dlssontlug 
voice ilii> reconimended llial all re- 
strictionti he re-Imposed. He\eral of 
them asBcrllMK that they weri' advis- 
ing all famlllos under their caru to 
keep the children out of school and 
that both the children and parents 
stay away from all publie gatberliiKs 
until the daniar *u over. 



enoa Mlflt pni^arly tiven to the urg- 
ent neMs of the Army and other 
branches of th* ptibllA service, only 
small supplies could then be obtained 

for use In a few highly Infected dis- 
tricts nnd families. While this confer- 
en<e with the I,oulsvllli^ pnyslclans 
was being held a wire was received 
from i)r Itosenow, Director of the 
Mayo laboratories, at Hochesler. .Mln- 
ftesota, that 10,000 doses of the vac- 
cine had been sent to the Board and 
that 100,000 more wtAild follow as 
needed for free diitftbntlon to all 
health offlolalB and filiyalciatis who 
would keep and return to this Board 
for tabulation the reoords and results 
of all Inoculations. 

With these generous supplies of 
vaccine In Its posse-islon and with a 
Strong nnd active lieallli Department 
and excellent jiublic spiritual profes- 
sion, to administer It, even In the light 
uf the grave conditions revealed by 
the conference, it was decided, for 
the present at least, to place supplies 
of vaccine in the hands of all health 
offloials of the State for their own use, 
and for distribution to physicians 
who will keep and return the record 
of cases, and to ask the City Health 
Department of Ix>ui8ville, and ot 
other cities so far as practicable, to 
open one or more Free Clinics for the 
free Inoculation of tlie in<ligent. plac- 
ing a very liberal construction upon 
this term. 

Recognizing that picture shows, ten 
cent stores and department stores, 
during special sales and other hours 
of congestion, are constant sources of 
danger In an epidemic tike this, these 
and all similar places were commend- 
ed lo the sneclal care of the boards oj 
beallh of all cities, with authority, 
even to the noini of closing, to Im- 
pose any restrict ions necessary to 
protect the public health, and it is 
especially recommended that during 
the period of this epidcn.lc all chil- 
dren under sixteen years of age should 
be rigidly excluded from picture 
, shows. 

In general the Board advises during 
this epidemic that you: 

1. Keep away from crowds of all 

kinds. 

2. Keep out of the sick room anci 
away from houses with sickTie-is. un- 
less your services are needeil. Keep 
clean and wear a mask If ycni do go. 

3. Walk to your place of business 
If iiossible — avoid crowded cars. 

4. Cover your cough or sneese and 
keep away from people who do not. 

5. Keep away from dtrty eatint; 
and soft drink houses. 

6. Open your windows at night, 
adding extra bedding if necessary. 

7. Call a physician if you or your 
family show any signs of sickness. 

8. After Influenza, stay in bed un- 
til your doctor advises you to get up. 

!•. Do not handle anything froin 
llie sick room until il is boiled. 

Ill Have and do little visiting un- 
til this epidemic is over. 

11. Cordially cooperate with your 
Health Officer and Physician In pre- 
venting the spread of Influenta.

Washington. December 7— A bright 
prospect tor tobacco growers is fore- 
casted by Representative J. Can- 
trill, of Kentucky, in a autement 
given out, baaed on the quarterly re- 
port of the CenstiS Bureau showing 
the stocks of leaf tobacco held by the 
manufacturers and dealers In the 
United States on October 1. Itepre- 
sentative Cantrill. who is a large to- 
bacco grower and author of the law 
under which the tobacco census Is 
taken, says of the outlook: 

"This report is of unusual Interest, 
as the market for Kentucky tobacco 
will open very shortly. The total 
stooka of all tobaccos in the United 
States are practically the same as a 
year ago. showing that during war 
times even, with foreign shipments 
largely ourUIIed on account of a 
shortage of ships, consumption of to- 
bacco has been equal to production, 
which moans a healthy coiulltlon. es- 
pecially so far as the tcdiacco grower 
is concerned. 

"The slliiation as to the Hurley crop 
Is esiiecially favorable to the grower, 
as the manufacturers of this type have 
IT.ooD.ooii pounds less of Hurley than 
they had a year ago and their holdings 
of Burley leaf are less than they have 
been since the Cantrill law was pasted 
six years ago. The total holdings of 
Burley are only 190,000,000 pounds, 
and every one knows the crop of Bur- 
ley this year will be very light. The 
Burley market, based on supply and 
demand, should he higher than ever In 
the history of the market. 

"With a light crop grown this year 
and with holdings less than usual, 
the buyers of Hurley should be eager 
to make a very high market. The 
average crop of Hurley is about 2,'">0,- 
iioii.doo pounds and the report shows 
that the manufacturers have less 
than a year's supply of Burley in 
stock."

be eeelcing new tasks during the per- 
iod of readlustment. Knowing tkat 
the Department of Agriculture and the 
State highway authorities in each 
State have been carefully working out 
road systems and developing plans 
and speciflcations, I have no doubt 
that all activities In this field can be 
vigorously conducted through these 
two sets of existing agencies, acting

Prof. W. H. Humphrey hands In the 
following compliment to the colored 
troops of the United States written by 
Col. James A.' Moss, Commander of 
the famous 867th Infantry (colored). 
It appears as an introduction to a re- 
cent magatlne article on "The Buf- 
faloes": 

Having been bom and reared In the 
State of Louisiana, whose confines I 

did not leave until I went to West 
Point at the age of elchlr'en. and hav- 
ing served eighteen years with colored 
troops, iueludiiig two campaigns, what 
I say about the coion'd man as a sol- 
dier Is therefore h.-i/'d on many 
years' experience with him In civil 
life and In the Army — in peace and in 
war, id garrison and in the field. 

If properly trained and instructed, 
the colored man makes as good a sol- 
dier as the world has even seen. The 
history of the Negro in all of our wars, 
including our Indian campaigns, 
shows this. He Is by nature of a hap- 
py disposition : he Is responsive and 
trasctable; he is very amenahl( to dis- 
cipline: he takes iirlde in his uniform; 
he has faith and cnnfidence tn his 
leader; he possesses physical cour- 
age—all of which are valuable mili- 
tary assets. 

The secret of making an efficient 
soldier out of the colored man lies in 
knowing the qualities he possesses 
that are military assets, and which I 
have named, and then appealing to 
and developing them — that is, utilising 
them to the greatest extent possible. 

Make the colored man feel that you 
have faith In him, and then, by sym- 
patlietic and conscienlious tiaining 
and instruction. Iiidn him to til liii.iself 
in a military wav to imiicate that 
faith, to "make good." lie slriel with 
liiin. lull treat liim fairly and Justly, 
making him realize thai in your deal- 
ings with him lie will always bo given 
a square deal. Commend him when 
he does well and punish him when he 
is refractory — that is to say, let him 
know that he will always get what is 
coming to htm, whether it be reward 
or whether it be punishment In oth- 
er wofds, treat and handle the colored 
man as you would any other human 
being out of whom you would make 
a good soldier, out of whom yon would 
got the best there is in him. and yon 
will have as good a soldier as history 
has ever known— a man " ho will <lrill 
veil >''oi t "el! '"an h well, obey 
W(ll, tight well- - II sliort. a man who 
will give a good account of himself in 
battle, and who will conduct and be- 
have himself properly in camp. In gar- 
rison, and in other places. 

I commanded colored troops In the 
Cuban ramoatjni and in the Philippine 
campaign, and I have had some of 
them killed and wounded by my very 
side. At no time did they ever falter 
at the command to advance nor hesi- 
tate at the order to charge. 

I am glad that I am to command 
colored soldiers in this, my third cam- 
paign — the greatest war the world has 
ever known.
